Lo.NDo.N, March 7. — In the IIoiiso of 
Coiiiiiions thig afternoon Right Hon. 
Josouli Chamhorlain, secretary of state 
for the colonies, replying to a question 
put by Sir .Tohn Long, M.P. for Dundpe, 
saiil lie had only just received from the 
}^(lverllllleIll oi Ciiiiada a .stnnii: repre- 
.soiitatiijii afiuiiiHt the iirdposti! to iht- 
nianeiitly e.\L'hi(lu live ('uttle f^eut t<j 
Great Britain truiii oilier cuiuitries. Tlie 
matter would receive the most careful 
eoiisideration. 

Sir Austin Cliainlierlain, civil lord of 
the admiralty, replyiiit: to Mr. .John 
Dillon, nieniher for Ivisl .Mayo, anti- 
Parnollite, eaid there was ikj foundation 
for the report that a tiiiiadron of British 
warships was on tlie way to Cimicoa. 

The financial secretary of the treas- 
ury, Right Hon. R. W. Hanbury, re dy- 
ine for the government, said there iiad 
been no agreements to snbsidize Cana- 
dian mail siiips to the amount of .f7oO,- 
UOO yearly, but, he added, the j,'uvern- 
iiientof the Dominion ami the Iiii|ieiiai 
f!;ovornnieiit were diseussini,' the ([iiuHtion 
of an Imperial uraiil for that jnirpose. 

The debate upon the navy estimates 
was resume,!. Mr. (loHchen, liret lord 
of the admiralty, retilyinj; to a eritieism 
by Mr. .lolin liediiiond, said that it was 
absurd to Bujr);est that the increase in 
the esliniatea was intended to iiieiiiiee 
the United States. Tlie navy estimate, 
he Haid.jwas settled in November, before 
the Venezuelan <iue.stiun had arisen. 

The vote for additional men for the 
navv was carried by the overwhelming, 
majority of 21(1 votes, thus ratifying the 
government's naval programme. 

The Daily News (Liberal) thinks that 
Mr. Goschen's statement to the effect 
that the naval programme had been 
agreed upon last Xovember and was not 
a menace to the United Slates, thus 
showing that the estimates were framed 
for defence and not for defiance, largely 
influenced the bouse. 

The Times coiiiinentin^' ujion Mr. 
Goschen's statement is inclined to think 
that recent events ou^ht to have modi- 
fied the estimates. " Xobody has a 
right to (•onipliiin," says the Times, " if 
the nation takes measures for her own 
,^ecurily wlien manifest dangers spring 
-Tip around her." 

The Times financial article says : 
"Arrangements point to ii completion 
of Anglo-Amerioan syndicate to obtain a 
Chinese loan of $10,000,000 which will 
possibly be issueil in two installments. 
We sincerely hope that there will be no 
hitch in the arriingement, because the 
inlhience which Russia has already uc- 
(inired in China much concerns other 
nations." 

The Ijerlin eorrespoiulent of the Staiid- 
iird says: " The Ciiinese loan has been 
concluded at live percent., repayidile in 
tliirty-si.K years and secured on ciistoiiis 
rec(d|its. This is a brilliant victory of 
the .\n^lo-German over the I'lencli syn- 
dicate." 

A llerliri dispatch to tlio Times says : 
" .'Mthough any reports of the annexing 
«f La]ia or Quemry are premature there 
is every indication that Germany pio- 
j)0?ed to acquire an island or a inaiiilaiid 
harbor on the Chinese cdast hir a coal- 
ing station." A Hongkong dispatch to 
tne Vossisccbe /i it ing reports t liat < icr- 
iiian iillicers and iiu-i ciiant are sijrvcy- 
iiiL' likely piiii.tri r such a purpose. 
The Times, replying to the Imii- 
e Trade heagne'.s memorial in favor 
nonnciiig the clause in the coin mcr- 
cial treaties with (lermaiiy and Jjel- 
giiim, which pri'vcnts the British col- 
diiit"^ from levying a lighter duty on 
British tliati on foicign goods, says: 
" Lord Salisliiiry has written to Col. 
Howard Vincent that he ia in 
thorough accord with .Mr. Chuiii- 
berlain on the i ni poi-tance of secur- 
ing the trade of the colonies for lirilisli 
p-ixliicera. The council of the league 
has decided to submit Lord Salisbury's 
letter to the colonial governments witli ! 
a view to securini; definite proposals. 

iMartiti Conway writes to the Times ] 
annoiini'ing his intention to take a, 
parly, iiiclinliiig Trevor llatlye, next: 
riuniiiier, to e.xplore the interior of .S[)itz- | 
ber>.;en. He invites yachtsmen and 
others to place a small steamer at his 
disposal. 

On the stock exidiange to-day South 
African securities were Hat, owing to a 
rumor that Mr. Cecil Rhodes, e.v- 
preinier of Capo Colony, and co-admin- 
istrator with Earl Grey of the territory 
of British South Africa, had been ar- 
rested. Later in the day it was ad- 
mitted by the police authorities that a 
warrant liad been issued for Mr. Rhodes. 
He was charged with complicity in the 
importation of arms into the Transvaal 
territory for use aguinst the authorities 
of that 'Republic. 

A prominent Capetown merchant, Mr. 
Rutherford, who was arreidiHl there on 
Friday on a charge of supplying arms to 
tlie Johannesburg Uitlamlers, was ar- 
raigned there to-day before a maglHtrate. 
Tlie evidence sliowed '.hat arms were 
consigned openly to a man named Wil- 
liams. The prisoner was remanded. 
Williams will have his trial next week. 
The arms were consigned to ICimberly, 
where Williams, who is an American, 
lives, and where he was arrested on 
Thursday last on a charge of complicity. 

The Daily Telegraph denies that a 
warrant has been issued for the arrest of 
Cecil Khodca. 

A Rome ilispalch to the Daily News 
says the guveriiment has refiiscd the 
olfer of a loan by liOtnlon and licrlin 
bankers, the Jtalian bankers having 
oHi.'red to supply a loan at a day's 
luil ice. 

The turbulent element in the city of 
Bilbao which created disturbancua yes- 



terday continued to defy the authorities 
to-day and made violent demonstratioufi 
in spile of the armed threat of the 
General d'Arinee. The disorders were 
renewed near the American consulate 
and a doteriuined eflbrt was made to 
reach the building where the consulate 
is located. The gensd'armes showed 
e(|ual determination in frustrat- 
ing tliis attempt and succeed- 
ed. But this was not done with- 
out a serious collision with the gens- 
d'armes, in wliich twenty of the mob 
are known to have been injured, though 
it has not been stated that any fatalities 
have resulted. Nine of the gensd'armes 
were also injured. With this rebuM' the 
mob drew off. But the inhabitants of 
Bilbao are still in a turbulent mood, and 
the police authorities found it necessary 
to take every precaution to guard against 
injury being done to the United Slates 
consnhite. 

It is announced at The Hague that a 
Diilch military [Kitrol has been attack- 
ed by th(^ Atchinese, near Aiiagaloeiiy 
i,-laiiil, SiimtLtra. I'light Dutch soldier's 
were, killed and live olllcers and 21 men 
womiileil. The .Uchiin'se lost six of 
their liniders, with 37 kille(l and woninl- 
e I. 

A dispatch to the Tiiiu^s from Coiistaii- 
tino|)le says: "The British and Knssiaii 
ambassadors are conferring as to how to 
deal with the ([uestion of forced conver- 
sions to Islam. The Sultan and the 
Porte profess the strongest repugnance 
to any resort to force, but they say they 
are unable to control the fanatical Mo- 
hammedane." 

The French chamber of deputies has 
adopted the project fora new sub-marine 
telegraph line between France, the Uni- 
ted States and the Antilles. 

Melting snow and a heavy rain caused 
serious llood.s in the Bernese overland. 
lOverytbing has overllowed at Lode and 
MartneauK, inuntlating those places. 
Railroad communication with both 
towns has bc^en slopped.

J. B. Maclaren, Liberal candidate in 
Lisgar, has, in consecptence of ])rivale 
business interests, withdrawn from the 
field and a convention of Liberals has 
been called to meet on the L'.'jth instant, 
when another candidate will be placed 
in the field.

Ottawa, March 9. — In the house to- 
night Sir Charles Tupper made the fol- 
lowing important announcement: "1 
desire to make the [ollov.iug statement 
to the house: Since aiisweriiiL' the (pies- 
tioii ;isked a few days iigo by .Mr. Mc- 
Carthy the following telegram has been 
received by Sir Donald Smith : 

'• ' Winnipeg, March 2, 189C.— -Your 
tidegram has received tin; most c;irefiil 
consideration of iiiyselt and colleagues. 
While fully appreciating all you say, it 
is quite clear to us that w e can only pro- 
ceed to Ottawa for the pin pose of hold- 
ing a conference upon the oflicial invita- 
tion of the J)uiiiiiii(jn govei nnieiit. I 
fully appreciate your very kind oflices in 
lliis matter. (Signed) Greeinvay.' 

" In view of this assurance that the 
government of i\hinitoba are willing to 
have a conference the government pro- 
|)oses as soon as the second reading of 
the Remedial bill is carried, to have a 
conference with Mr. Grcenway's govern- 
ment with a view to arrive at a settle- 
ment of this (luestionon terms that (vill 
be salisfactorj' to his government and 
the minority of Manitoba, but in the 
meantime to proceed with the question 
before the house de die in diem as pre- 
viously arranged." 

The general impression to-night is 
that a compromise will be reached, at 
least the members on both sides hope so. 

This afternoon Dr. Weldon gave a flat 
contradiction to the renort in the Tor- 
onto News that last .January he was pre- 
pared to acce|)t remedial legislation and 
a portfolio under Sir Mackenzie Bowell.

BR6cKvibi,B, March 9.— (Special) — A 
man named Lapointe, who is supposed 
to have been crazed through drink, ar- 
rived here on the train h-hortly before 
noon. When he left the dei)ot he pro- 
ceeded tip town earrvini; a ^'iiii and 
eaused a wihi scene, startling people in 
their stores and offices b}' repeatedly 
tiring his weapon. Tlie first per.son 
whom he met was an old man named 
Peter Moore whom, without any other 
hostile demonstration, .he deliberately 
shot deail. Chief of Police Ro.se, who 
heard the report, at once ran in the di- 
rection of the firing, and upon seeing 
him Ijapointe took aim and ehot hini ii 
the breast and liead. By this time i 
big crowd had gathered and an old in 
dian named Dickson, who was standing 
near, received a charge in the neck 
LaiHiiiite, having his pocket full of cart- 
ridges began shooting right and left at 
random. Constable Tyn.sley at this 
time iipiH'aretl and getting behind cover 
attempted to shoot Lapointe but failed. 
He then got behind a door of a grocery 
store and ))arlly opening it had junt 
taken aim when Ltipoliite tired, the 
charge taking effect in hi.s heaii and 
neck.

Italy's Alpine Troops Performed Prodigies of 
Valor Gcnerni Baratieri's Plan of 
Action Well Prepared. 

lii'MK, Maridi 7. — l<"urther detiiil.s from 
the A( Idwa battlelielil testify to the valur 
of tieiieral Dabormida and the Italian 
forces tinder his command. Dabormi- 
da's brigade resisted the attack of tlie 
iShoans until the evening, thus (irevent- 
ing the pnrsuit of the main colunm.s by 
a large body <jf Abyssinians who at- 
tenijited to force a j)asFage. General 
DaUirmida died in themidatof his men, 
his body riddled with bullets. The ex- 
ample of the Italian officers had » great 
effect on the coujmon soldiers. The Al- 
pine troops from the North ot Italy per- 
formed prodigies of valor. Col. Aleuina 
fell mortally wounded crying " Forward 
niy Alidne men!" Gen. l'ial(li.''nera, 
comnitinder of th(^ Italian forces admit- 
ted that (Jen. Baratieri had thti plan of 
battle with th(i .A Ijy.'^KiniaiiH well eon- 
eeived anil be thiitighl his preili^eessur 
Would liiive gained a victory at Adowa if 
better arningenients could have been 
niiiile fur ilireeting the troops and car- 
rying into execution his plans. 

Tueiity iiflicers including Col. Gal- 
liano, tho del'onder of Alakelleh were 
taken prisoners by the enemy. Col. 
Galliano was wounded before being cap- 
tured. Prince Chlgia was killed while 
defending Gen. Albertone. It is aFsei led 
that the Abyssinians and their allies 
numbered 100,000 while the Italian gen- 
erals had hiirely 15,000 under their com- 
niiind. The Tribune shites that the 
Shoans have made no advance 
since the battle. The Abys- 
sinian leaders, ]{a.q Al I'lla 
and Has JMangascia urge King Meiieiek 
to i)roseeute the wtir to the hitter end. 
Many of King Menelek's troops, how- 
ever, are anxious to return to their 
homes, and it is believed that General 
Baldissera will be able to provide for the 
safety of Knssala and Adisra. The esti- 
mated Italian losses at Adowa are about 
1,000,000 cartridges, 6,000 rounds of am- 
iininition for the artillery, 5,000 bead of 
cattle and about 1,000 rifles and the 
money chest.

Numerons Threatening Demonstrations in 
Important Cities oi' Spain. 

C.vniz, March ',). — .\ mob of abotU .')00 
sltidents met in (ienoves park on Siitur 
day. They carried two .Spanish flags 
and paraded before the town ball with 
cries of " Long live Spain," " Down 
with the United States," etc. Later 
they proceeileil to ;i toliaeco factory aiu 
asked the manager to permit the work- 
men to jiiin ill the demonstration. The 
manager called upon the police for pro 
lection. The latter charged the mob 
with drawn Hwonls. The students then 
made a demonstration in front of the 
Military Club. There the police were 
again ordered to charge the mob. This 
time the students sliowered stones and 
were dispereed with muoh difDculty. 

Bauuelo.va, March 9. — The orchestra 
of the Grand theatre on Stiturday night 
played the national march and the 
audience rose with enthusiastic shouts 
of " Long live S[)ain," " Long live Gen. 
Wej'ler," " Iiown with the flnited 
."■itates," etc, Tho audience, after leav- 
ing the theatre, were joined by many 
other j>eople and paraded the streets, 
uttering similar shouts. The police 
were unable to disperse the crowd and 
it became necessary to call out the gen- 
d 'amies, who succeeded in quelling the 
disturbance. 

M.vLAOA, March 9. — A party of sailors 
belonging to the French cruiser Drome 
marched through the streets here on 
Saturday, sinf^uig the Spanish anthem 
and the " Marsellaise," clieerini: for 
Spain, I' ranee and the Spanish tirniv, 

Bll.liAo. .Mtircli Siiiue I'J.IHiO iieojile 
took part this alteriioon in a popular 
drnioiistratioii. started bv a group of 
viiiing men al, a street enrner who began 
rbeertng everv soldier \vho went by. 
I heir eoinluct was siioii imiliitcd by 
"iiH-r griiupH ill peii)ile, and every suliliei- 
seen \v;is eheereil by t be erowils. After 
the lirst ih^tnoustral ions uf syiii]iatliv 
with the iirniy the crowds tinned thetii- 
si Ives with atieks and emlgels, tiinl their 
niiiiilii-rs bei-anio so gretit that the [loliei! 
Wi'.vv swejit aside anil an iititi;ense crowd 
u:athered on the leading thoroughfares, 
whence they inarched towards the resi- 
dence of the United States consul, shout- 
ing "Long live Spain," ''Down with t.'ie 
Vankee." On tho wav to tho eoiisul's 
residence the crowil hurled stones 
tlirongb tli(! winiliiwH of stores and pri- 
vate lesidenees, overturned a numbor of 
vehicles, ptilleil severtil iiiotmteil puliia;- 
men from their horses ttnd L'l-neridlv be- 
haveil ill a most 1 hri'titcii ing inaiuier. 
The window.s of the consul's house vvere 
badly shattered, although the police de- 
fended the building. 

The mob then proeeed(!d in (ho direc- 
tion of the United States eonstilale, but 
tho authorities had sent a strong force of 
police to guard that building. There- 
fore, when the mob near d the consulate 
they were confronted by tho police with 
drawn swonis. The mob halted and 
then began pelting the police with 
stones and pieces of brick. The ])olice, 
however, held thfir ground and a squad 
oflieerH eliariieil the rioters. The 
latter began liring pistols tit the j)olii;e, 
two of whom were wounded. This 
etiused the pilice to charge in a body, 
Using their swords with good effect, aiid 
the rioters were tliKfiersed, yelling and 
hooting at the authorities, and shouting 
" Ix)ng live Spain." The police made a 
number of arrests, but oii)erieneed ctm- 
siderable dilliciilty in escorting tliidr 
prisoners to tlie stations. During the 
whole afternoon there was more or less 
disorder. The United States consulate 
is now guarded by a strong detachment 
o' gendarmes armed with i;arhiiies, re- 
volvers and swords. Thoy have instruc- 
tions to protect the consulate at any 
cost.

At iRSt eveiiing'd meeting of the Nau- 
ral History Society Captain Walbran 
continued his very interesting and in- 
structive paper on tlie early navi^'ivtors 
of the Pacifie coast, a fnibject upon 
which he is especially well qualified to 
spenk -with antliority, aa he has ^iven it 
nnich stiuly and practical research. 

Iniuslirst i)aper the Captain gave a 
grapliic description of all that ia known 
of the life of the old Greek seaman, Juan 
de Fuca, after wliom the well known 
strait received its name. A short ac- 
count was also given of the cross stair, 
the earliest invention tor measuring al- 
titudes at sea aud by whicli tlie early 
navi);ati,ir>a had to asrcituin their posi- 
tion on the \v rid of waters, a drawini; of 
cue heiii^' shown. Tlien the voyages of 
the ,'--|iaiiish niivii^afors, Pere/., llecetu, 
Maurelle and (Quadra were related from 
177-1 to 1771), and it was slated how vari- 
ous places on the West Coast of this 
island and in Southwt^st AlasUa were 
visited and named. The names, how- 
ever, have since t;iven way to those he- 
stowed by Cook and Vancouvei-. The 
intnipidity of the Spanish seamin, 

Quadra and Maurelle, in pursiiiiii; then 
voyage of discovery to the rouj^h and 
stormy seas of these latitudes, in u sumll 
vessel of only thirty tons, when the 
larger and better equipped frigate under 
command of Brtino Hcceta had turneil

with a verlialini ac'couiil of the inter- 
esting and important voya;.;e of Captain 
Meares as told by himself. 

Captain Walbran last night dealt 
mainly with the voyage of Cai)t. Cook, 
and incidentally submitted evuU'nce of 
the priority of his visit at Xootka in the 
way of Indian traditions. He also read 
an interesting letter from Father Bra- 
bant, who has been a missionarjr for 
twenty years on the West Coast, giving 
particulars of the traditions of the In- 
diana in regard to the Siianish voyages, 
the historical sigiiilicance of whii'h is 
most im])ortaiit. In his next Captain 
Walbran will give a pajicr dealing with 
INleares' narrative, which is the most 
graphic of all the accounts. 

Dr. Ncwconibe sulmiitted a nnniber of 
fossil shells, lunt^ or ten of which were 
new to scienc^e. .Mr. I'unidn exhibited 
two interesting specimi'iis of lish ; and 
three new members were elec'ted.

The Ha- 
waiian hark Manna Ala, Capt. William 
Smith, which sailed from this port 
November with a cargo of 55r),()il0 feet 
of lumber, valued at .$5,00(1, is long over- 
due at I'ort Adelaide, -Australia. The 
vessel is staunch and in charge of an ex- 
perienced and skillful sbipmastcr thor- 
oughly familiar with the passage be- 
tween Puget Sound and the Colonies. 
He had made a wager with Capt. Rasch , 
of the German hark Bertha, which saileil 
foi-the same destination I',) days later, 
and wa.-i determined to nnike a ijnick 
voyage, for whiidi the Manna .Ma is 
notc'd on the I'acilic ocean. Tlu; Bertha 
arrived at I'ort .VdehiidiMju Indtruary 11, 
and re]/orteil expeiienciiig severe gales.

It is said by som(^ tugboat men 
that the cargo was not properly laslied 
when the vessel wc^nt to sea, which was 
at a time when tlie weather was very 
threatening and stormy. The Discovery 
waa a staunch craft, built at Port Dis- 
covery in 1874, and was owned by John 
Kentneld & Co., of San Francisco.

Btiiiiness 
last year in Great Britain to some ex- 
tent revived and the increase in tlie 
strong drink used by the people is very 
considerable. 

The drink bill of Great Britain for the ! 
year ISHo amounted to the iin-

t;l88,737,8-'8, or more than ^filU.OOO.tlOU.

FROM THE YUKON. 

Return to Ottawa, of the Canadiai) Collec- 
tor of Customs— His Interesting Re- 
port—Friction all Ended. 

^fr. Charles Brown, who since the es- 
tablishment of the new jiost of the 
Northwest nuiunted police at the junc- 
tion of the '^'ukon witli Forty Mile 
creek, has liei;n in eliargeof tlie collectiiui 
i Her .Majesty's customs at Ftirt Con- 
sidiiie, spent yesterday in N'ictoria on 
his way to Ottawa, where he goes to 
present his first rejiort. He left his 
home in the north about the middle of 
January and with a team of live dogs 
made the seven hundred mile trip to 
Dyea pass experiencing more than or- 
dinarily thrilling adventures en route, 
provisions at the last becoming alarm- 
ingly scarce; a couple ot fellow-travel- 
lers who were fallen in with on the 
desolate way being even worse oil' — 
so very short of supplies in fact 
that it is extremely donlilful if they got 
through alive. Mr. Brown reports tliat 
a large ])roportion of the po]Uilation re- 
mained throughout the winter on the 
Yukon, there being w hen he left be- 
tween l.fiOO and il.OOt) miners at Circle 
City and Forty Mile. It has been found 
that work can be done in the placer 
idaims all the year round, sti ange as this 
may seem, the dirt being taken out dur- 
ing the lon^ and severe winter ami very 
little i)ractical mining being done in the 
summer season except wasliing up. Big 
money is looked for by the niinei s as 
their reward for hitting uiioii 
the now system, and ,Mr. lirown 
brouirht to (•i\-ilizal ion with him a few 
specimens which certainly look well. 

Nothing is heard now of the foolish 
war talk aniiing the .AiiuTican residents, 
who so atremiiuisly objrcteii to the estab- 
lishment of the CaiKulian |iost at loniy- 
Mile. All the necessary liuildmu's iiavc 
now been completed and the "'I'aiikees" 
and "Canucks" are workitiL' together 
in perfect peace and accoid for the dev- 
elopment of the country, in wliiidi they 
are agreed there is room enough for all. 
The boundary line ill the neighboihood 
i.f P'orty-Mile has notyet been delinilely 
deterininod, but it will De before long, as 
Mr. Ogilvie lins been industriously 
winking upim il all winter. Mr. lirown 
looks fiu- a largelv increased demand for 
Caiiadiaii goods on the Yukon this 
season, the avcuiii'S of coiiiniuiiicatioii 
bavin:; rcceiilly been much ini|jrov('d, 
and the miners haying come to under- 
stand that they can bring Canadian 
goods thrniigh in bond to be used on 
Canadian soil.

()saka svorksis L'l) watches jierday, while 
iieaily lOi) hands are einployi'd. Six 
l-hiroi)ean instructors are still in charge 
of the concern, but their services will 
s.MUi be disiiensed witli for the Japanese, 
in the matter of eini)|(.>vinent, always 
I'aviirsliis own conntrynien.

The east and west filter beds iiavo 
about half their outer bottom widths 
excavated out of the bed-rock 
by wiiich the are flanked, and 
the centre bed has a depth 
of filling which ranges from 10 to 15 
feet. It is possible that where the bed 
rock joins the upper stratum there may 
be some filtration along the bed. 

There appears to be not less than four 
feet of clay filling over the highest 
gravel at all points of junction 
between earth and rock along the 
excavated rock contour of the filter bed 
bottom. The report, while trying to 
avoitl techiiicalties, draws attention to 
the downward resistance of a certain 
depth of materiiil against the upward 
pressure of a certain head of water, 
as when one filter bed is empty 
and the one adjoining full. 
Assuming a deiitli of II' feet of water 
the u])ward jiressure is 750 llis. to ;i 
Sijiiart^ foot; supiiosing that ujiward pres- 
sure resisted by4 feetof clay overlaid lifoet 
of the liltering material, liiere would hi? 
a total pressure of l.OKOlha. downward 
a'.;aiiist 720 upwards — li'aving a margin 
(if safety. There might he some siphon 
action between two filter beds when one 
is fnllandone empty, due to the diy 
rubble division walls. Tlie amount of 
such filtration cannot be known until 
the beds are put in action. At inosent 
the pressure is mainly received by the 
cefferihim ; there is some liltratioii, but 
it is too small to be of imporlance. 

The riilible base of the division and 
culvert walls may admit the ]iercolation

CO 1 1 U M BIA WES'rERN RAILWAY. 

To riiK Editok: — Will you allow me 

space in y(3tir columns to put before 
vour readers the view which many of 
"the people of the pr(,vin(;e have regard-. 
iiiL' tlie scheme of the Columbia Western 
railway. 

The proposals of the promoters were 
made with the nominal intention of 
beiieliting the jiroviiico of Ihitisli Co- 
lumbia as regariis the agricultural, 
mineral and commerciai classes, and 
unless there is S(Jine alteration made in 
the conditions of the charter as now be- 
fore the legislative assembly it is feared 
that the objects aimed at will not be 
fulfilled. 

The proposed line will, it completed 

from end to end, be undoubtedly of the 
highest importance, as it will not only 
take'the ores of the diU'ereiit mines to 
the smelter, all within our own lines, 
but will allow tiie mining communities 
to be su pplictl with iiroduce from Vic- 
toria, Vancouver and the agricultural 
listricts of the Dkiiiiagan and neighbor- 
hood. The lino via I'enticton will be 
shorter and the goods traversing it will 
require less handling than is the case via 
the Canadian Pacific railway line by 
way of Revelst^ike. The goods from 
within the lituits of our own province 
will, therefore, he better able to com- 
pete with the goods which will come in 
via Spokane. 

But if the western portion of the pro- 
posed line should not be constructed the- 
whole volume of trade will flow tlirough 
Fort Shepiitird to Spokane, and the 
American houses from the other side of" 
the frontier will supplant our own 
mer(;haiits in our own markets. 

The Victoria hoard of trade made a 
wise and loyal attempt during the past 
year to gain a holil of these promising 
centres of distribution, liut it will be 
apparent that if this line of railway is 
only partially completed and if connec- 
tion is not made to Penticton, the wliole- 
of their endeavors will be frustrated. 

As for the inhabitants of the Okanagan 
and its neighborhood, they will sec all 
hope of getting a market for their agri-- 
ctiltural produce lost to them;, for it is 
impossible to believe that any other line • 
would make a connection over the- least 
productive portion of a line when the - 
more paying part is under the control of 
another conijiany. 

It seems to me that this is a case 
where the interests of the whole prov- 
ince coincide, ami when we hear in mind 
that the promoters of the Columbia. 
Western Railway are citizens of the 
United Slates and that those who sull'er 
are our own brethren I hope that the 
petitions of those who have put their 
case in the hands of the members of our 
legislative assembly will be favorably 
viewed.
